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DETAILED ACTION 

(1) . Applicants' Amendments and Remarks filed on 2/17/2010 have been received. 

Claim 1 is amended. Claim 4 is cancelled. 

The rejection of claims 1-4 in prior Office Action dated 1 1/17/2009 is withdrawn in view 
of current Amendments. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

(2) . Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

(3) . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant claims are 
allowable in view of the present Amendments: "a weight 0. 001-0. lvol% S0 2 - having 
temperature 50-120° C in the off-gas, which overcomes the teaching of closest prior arts Thirion 
(US 3953578), Diep (US 4678481) since both prior arts do not teach the concentration of sulfur 
dioxide in the range as claimed by Applicants. 

Although Diep (US 4678481), Thirion (US 3953578) teach the method of using hydrogen 
peroxide to scrub the sulfur dioxide droplets in the flue gas by gas phase reaction with sulfur 
dioxide to form sulfuric acid aerosols, the range of SO2 concentration is above the 0.1 vol %: 
Thirion (US 3953578) teaches 1200 vpm (0.12 vol %) as well 1300 to 1390 vpm (0.13 to 0.139 
vol%) in two examples in two stages process in which the SO2 purifier is composed of two or 
more stages of contact in a absorbtion tower , Diep (US 4678481) teaches the S0 2 concentration 
is 3000 ppm (0.3 vol%). 

In view of the difference in the process for S0 2 removal disclosed by prior arts and by 
Applicants, it is therefore, convinced that instant method claims 1-3 are deemed allowable over 
the prior art of redord.
